lish Sparrow.

On the anthority of a fiiend who had
it direct from the party who witnesserd
the occurrence, the Harvtford Times

tells a remarkable story of an English
sparrow, as related by a gentleman in
New York, who last spring caused to
be erected in his back yard a large
box for eparrows’ nests. It was divi-
ded into three rows, each containing '
four compartments. These were all
speedily taken possession of by a dozen
" of pairs of sparrows, and the business |
of making nests proceeded amid the
customary chippering din of these |
fancy and pugnacious feathered colon- |
ists. Ritting idly at the window one
Sunday, watching the birds, the gen-

| white feather in his bill. The box
was so placed that he eould see into
the compartments, and he saw this
bird fix the feather into an incomplete
nest, and then fily away. No sooner
was he out of sight than a female
sparrow from the adjoining compart-
ment, who had evulently seen the!
proceeding, hopped into her neighbor’s |
house and pulled out and carried off
the zoveted feather. Becoming inter-
‘ested, the observer watehed the per- |
formance, expecting to” see the little |
shief earry her stolen prize to her own
nest ; but no ; she knew a trick worth
'two of that, and here is where she
displaved an undeniable reasoning
process and acted upon a clear pereep-
[tion of cause and aifect, making a
prudent use of her knowledyee of the
[ character and disposition of her plun-
dered neighhor. She flew ofl with the
feather to a neichboring tree, where she
seeurely fastened itin an inconspicnons
| place upon and between two twigs, and
there left it.  Pretiy soon the bird she
had defvanded came back with astraw
to add o his nest.  Discovering his
loss he eame out with an angry chir-
ruping that boded no good to the
destroyer of his hearth and home if he
could only find the vogne. His first
demonstration was to visit his next
door neighbor without any search
warrant. In that abode of peace and
innocence he found no trace of the
stolen feather:; and as for the actually
guilty party, she was hopping inno-
cently about, and loudly demanding—
as faras bird tonescould be undesstood
by the man at the window—what was
meant by this nngentlemanly intrusion.
The cock-sparrow was evidently pnz-
zled. Unable, after a minnte's search
to find the lost feather, he apparectly
gave it up and flew awav in search of
another. The thief demurely waited
till he had got well off, and then flew
to the tree, scenred the stolen feather
and took itin trinmph to her own nest.

A Sincrran AvsTRALIAN Birp—A
family of Australian bivds,saysa writer
in Good Wourds, which are the most
anomslons of all in their habits, are
the brush turkeys, which we may look
upon as supplying the place of the
pheasant and grouse, and whose unigne
domestic cconomy is specially :‘ui:lplml
for the pecuoliar conditions of Austra-
lian existenee,  The mutherofa family
of brush turkeys is very far removed
from the position of a domestie dradge
and enjovs complete immunity frgm
the slavery of inenbation. The oll
birds in Spring share the labor of ¢ol-
lecting an enormous mass of half de-
caved leaves and earth, five feet high,
and soinetimes forty-five feet in cir-
cumference,  As soon as the hotbed,
by the fermentation of the vegetable
matber, attains a bheal of about cighty-
nine degrees Fahrenheit, the ben bird
deposits her egas, one after another, in
the centre. They are very carefully
arranged in 2 circle on their ends and
then covered to a considerable height
with leaves and earth.  When hatcehed,
the young birds serateh their own way
out, and are able at birth not enly Lo
run, but to fly sufliciently well to ena-
ble them to perch on trees out of |
barm's way. The mother, however, |
seems generally to hang about the
neighborhood, and to assume at onee
the education and guidance of the
family. The solution of this extraor-
dinary peculiarity is, as Mr. Wallace
has pomted out, only to be found in

the peculiar conditions of the open
regions of Australia, where prolonged
‘droughts  and seanty waler supply
entail a periodical searcity of food,
' The eonfinement of the parents to one
spot for the purpose of incubation
might under these cirenmstances lead
to starvation and the consequent death
of the offspring, but with tree power
tc roam the birds may easily find sus- |
